Siiallpow in Chicago, 1N.— One case on steamer Atlanta— Crew vacei- 
nated and vessel fun igated. 


A case of illness in an unvaccinated seaman on the steamer At/anta 
was reported to me yesterday, and upon examination was found to be 
smallpox. I detailed two of the medical staff of the station to vaccinate 
the officers and crew, 62 in number, which was performed under my 
supervision. The infected quarters were treated with formaldehyde 
fumigation after the seaman had been removed to the isolation hospital 
by the municipal authorities. 

There are 85 cases of smallpox now under treatment in the city 
isolation hospital. The disease is generally of a mild type. One case 
applied at the out-patient office yesterday, and was removed by the 
municipal authorities.

Total number of deaths, 676, including 
diphtheria, 4; enteric fever, 11; measles, 1; scarlet fever, 1; whoop- 
ing cough, 4, and 95 from tuberculosis.

Total number of deaths, 162, including diph- 
theria, 17; enteric fever, 4; measles, 2; scarlet fever, 1, and 9 from 
tuberculosis.

Micuican.—Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended January 28, 1905, from 67 observers, indicate that small- 
pox, cholera morbus, and meningitis were more than usually prevalent, 
and inflammation of kidney, scarlet fever, pneumonia, inflammation 
of bowels, erysipelas, intermittent fever, diphtheria, cholera infantum, 
puerperal fever, whooping cough, remittent fever, and dysentery 
were less than usually prevalent. 

Meningitis was reported present at 4, measles at 41, diphtheria at 
41, scarlet fever at 59, enteric fever at 59, pneumonia at 62, and 
phthisis pulmonalis at 250 places. 

Estimated pop- 
ulation, 23,000. Total number of deaths, 36, including diphtheria, 4, 
and 4 from tuberculosis.

New York.—Reports to the State board of health for the month of 
December, 1904, from 156 cities, towns, and villages having an aggre- 
gate population of 7,746,000 show a total of 11,463 deaths, including 
diphtheria 300, enteric fever 136, measles 65, scarlet fever 03, whoop- 
ing cough 28, and 1,144 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

The Monthly Bulletin says: 


Mortality of the year.—There were 141,564 deaths reported during the year, includ- 
ing 260 delayed returns, making a death rate per thousand population for the year of 
18.2, against an average death rate for the past five years of 17.2. There were 380 
deaths a day on an average through the year, against 350 in 1903. The year was 
throughout one of large mortality, but the winter and spring months were especially 
so, exceeding even that of midsummer, the deaths in July when the diarrheal mor- 
tality causes ordinarily the highest death rate in the year, being fewer than occurred 
in either of the first five months of the year. In March there wereover 14,000deaths, 
a number never before reached in any month on record, 

Pneumonia was one of the chief causes of mortality in the early part of the year; 
there were 8,000 deaths from this cause in the first five months of the year, 12.5 per 
cent of the total deaths and 2,000 more than occurred in the same months of 1903. 
In March 2,000 deaths were from pneumonia. During the year about 9 per cent of 
the deaths were caused by pneumonia, being highest in the maritime district, where 
11 per cent of the deaths were from pneumonia, and nearly 2 deaths per thousand 
population. Grippe was the undoubted cause of a large part of this increase in acute 
respiratory disease in the early months of the year. 

Consumption caused over 14,000 deaths, or about 10 per cent of the total, and 2 
deaths per thousand population, being nearly the same as pneumonia. Its mortality 
was highest in the winter and spring months, but 1,000 to 1,400 deaths occurred each 
month of the year. In the last twenty years there have been 259,000 deaths from 
consumption in this State, and with little variation between 12,000 and 14,000 
deaths each year. 

Epidemic diseases caused 1,560 deaths, one-eighth of the deaths of the year the 
same as in 1903; the range for the past twenty years has been from 12 to 22 per cent 
of total deaths. Cerebro-spinal meningitis was prevalent in New York City from 
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March, and in May there were 400 deaths from this cause in the State, or as many nearly 
as in an entire year ordinarily. There were 1,700 deaths in the year, which is four 
times the average. The typhoid fever mortality was that of the average for the year, 
and there were only the usual limited local outbreaks. Malarial diseases for the past 
three years have contributed little to the zymotic mortality. Scarlet fever and 
measles for five years have been mostly fatal in the first six months of the year and 
have shown no accumulative features. Diphtheria caused the average number of 
deaths of recent years, since 1897 there having been a marked reduction in its mor- 
tality, or about one-half that of ten years ago. The diarrheal mortality, which this 
year has record of its deaths under five years of age, is not far from the yearly aver- 
age, comparatively few deaths occurring at a later age. Smallpox, which caused but 
13 deaths, of which 9 were in New York City, has prevailed moderately in mild form 
in several regions of the State, notably in Saratoga, Washington, and in Rockland 
counties; at the close of the year it is but little existent. 

The infant mortality was large, 27.5 per cent of the total 6,000 deaths under the age 
of 5 years occurring more than in 1903, and 3,500 more than the average of the first 
five years. Of these, 25,000 were under 1 year of age, against 1,400 between 1 and 5 
years. The largest mortality was as usual in July. The deaths over 70 years of age 
were almost the same as those under 1 year of age. Its mortality ranged from 10.5 
per cent in the maritime district to 37 per cent in the west central.

Consul Hossfeld reports, January 28, as follows: 

On January 23 the British steamship Pvanonca sailed from this port 
hound for New York via Fiume and Palermo. Thirty-six steerage 
passengers were embarked on this vessel and 2 rejected. Thirty-five 
pieces of baggage were disinfected. 

On the same day the Austro-Hungarian steamship Georg/v also sailed 
for New York via Naples with 694 emigrants. The whole number of 
emigrants inspected was 706. The baggage belonging to the Russian 


emigrants, in all 134 pieces, was disinfected.

During the week ended December 31, 1904, there were no bills of 
health issued at this station, and no vessels or passengers were 
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inspected. There were disinfected, however, 10 pieces of freight 
(human hair) hence by steamship <Athen‘vn via Vancouver to New 
York. 

The report of the municipal health officer shows for the week, 
among foreigners, smallpox, 11 cases; enteric fever, 1 case; diph- 
theria, 2 cases; tuberculosis, 2 cases; among natives, smallpox, 77 
deaths; diphtheria, 3 deaths; tuberculosis, 35 deaths. The total 
reported mortality was 4 foreigners, 2 of whom were Americans, all 
from smallpox, it is believed, and 176 natives.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, February 3 and 9, as 
follows: 

During the week ended January 28, 105, bills of health were issued 
to 4 vessels bound for the United States. 

No quarantinable disease has been reported. There have been two 
earthquakes, the first one on January 21, at 1.55 a. m., quite long, 
severe, with loud, long thunder: the other at 1.24 p. m., the same 
day, of medium severity, not very long. and with little thunder. 

During the week ended January 28 Santiago had a remarkably cold 
spell. It began on the 25th with wind and cold, and it lasted until the 
Ysth. The wind began to diminish on the 27th, the cold began to pass 
on the 28th. The 2th was fairly warm and it rained in the afternoon. 
The 30th was warm and clear. The coldest day was the 26th, at 
8.30 p.m. the thermometer registering out of doors in the city 56 F., 
at the same time in doors 6 F. In the country the weather was 
much colder.

Report from St. Etienne— hpidemic of « nteric fever averted, 


Consul Brunot reports, January 21, as follows: 

The failure of the city water supply threatened an epidemic of 
enteric fever in September, October, November, and December, 1904, 
but the repeated cautions issued by the authorities were well heeded 
by the people, and as a result only 46 deaths among the citizen popula- 
tion were reported. This observance of the precautions recommended 
by the authorities is a striking proof of what an intelligent population 
may accomplish, even under the most adverse circumstances, in avoid- 
ing what would in former times have been a terrible epidemic. Statis- 
tics of deaths in the military garrison are not to be obtained, but it is 
certain that the proportion far exceeded that of the civil population 
per capita.

Consul-General Mason reports, January 30, as follows: 
Plague. 


kgypt.—During the week ended January 14, there were registered 
4 new cases of plague (with 7 deaths), viz: 5 cases (4 deaths) in Suez; 
4 cases (3 deaths) inthe District of Tukh, Province Kaliubieh. 

Mauritins.— During the period from November 4 to December 1, 
1904, there were registered on the island 97 new cases of plague and 
60 deaths. 

British South Africa.—In Durban, during the period from Decem- 
ber 3 to 17, there were registered 2 new cases of plague, with 1 death. 

Brazil.—In Para on January 19 a fatal case of plague was notified. 


Cholera. 


Turkey. According to official bulletin No. 2 of January 9, there 
occurred in the town of Van 74 new cases of cholera and 46 deaths. 
According to bulletin No. 3 of January 16, there occurred in the same 
place 19 cases of cholera with 8 deaths. 


Death rate of Berlin and other cities. 
The death rate of Berlin for the week ended January 14 was higher 


than the rate of the preceding week, and therefore higher than it has 
been since the middle of September, 1904, amounting, calculated on the 
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year, to 16.8 per thousand of the inhabitants. Notwithstanding the 
increased mortality in Berlin, two-thirds of the large German towns 
and cities showed more unfavorable health conditions than those of 
this city, the following cities having considerably higher mortality 
figures than Berlin, viz: Hamburg, Munich, Bremen, Hanover, Dres- 
den, Halle, Koénigsberg, Breslau, Cologne, Nuremberg, Stuttgart, 
Carlsruhe, Strassburg, as well.as Paris and Vienna. The following 
places, on the other hand, had lower figures of mortality than Berlin, 
namely: Leipsic, Brunswick, Diisseldorf, Schéneberg (with 15.2), Char- 
lottenburg (with 11.5), Rixdorf (with 14.7), and also London. The 
rate of mortality among infants rose to 3.7 per vear and thousand, this 
being higher than the Seon sont figure, but not half as high as that of 
Munich. There were registered in Berlin, during the week in ques- 
tion, 5 deaths from diphtheria, 96 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 
124 deaths from other diseases of the respiratory organs, 14 deaths 
from measles, deaths from scarlet fever, 35 deaths from cancer, 1 
death from enteric fever. Finally, 16 persons died by violence.

Iam glad to report that in the Madras Presidency the Government 
has sanctioned active antimalarial operations. ‘These are to consist of 

(a) The filling up or draining of pools or the killing of mosquito larvie 
by kerosene oil. 

(4) The treatment of the inhabitants with quinine and observing 
microscopically the result of the treatment. 

(¢) The undertaking of such minor drainage works as would per- 
manently relieve subsoil and surface water obstacles, 

The bulletin on the matter says that although the Government real- 
izes that antimalarial measures which have for their chief object the 
destruction of anopheles larve have not proved an unmodified success, 
it does not consider it even necessary to test experimentally the above 
measures suggested by the sanitary commissioner, but is prepared to 
see effect given at once to the scheme as a practical portion of the 
regular sanitary programme in every municipality and throughout the 
jurisdiction of every local board in the Presidency.

RUSSIA—PLAGUE, 


According to a notification of the Russian plague commission, under 
date of December 28, 1904, there occurred toward the end of Novem- 
ber in the Cossack stations Saraitshikowskaja and Jamanchalinskaja 
(Gurjew district, government of Urlask) many cases of sickness, which, 
owing to the peculiar symptoms and the great mortality, were sus- 
pected to be pneumonic plague. It was not possible to ascertain whence 
the infection had been imported. It was only stated that the first cases 
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occurred in a family of Kirgises, in which 2 persons died. The disease 
at first spread among the Kirgises and then among the Cossack pop- 
ulation. 

At the Cossack stations mentioned 190 persons died during the 
period from November 24 (outbreak of the disease) to December 26, 
1904. In addition to the precautionary measures adopted by the local 
authorities, the chief of the bacteriological laboratory of Astrakhan 
was appointed to make investigations on the nature of the disease, and 
a sufficient number of surgeons and a quantity of antiplague serum 
have been supplied from St. Petersburg. A severe isolation of the 
infected villages and dwellings has been prescribed. The plague com- 
mission at the end of December, 1904, officially declared the Cossack 
stations of Saraitshikowskaja and Jamanchalinskaja. in the Ural terri- 
tory, to be infected with plague. 


RUSSILA——CHOLERA. 


For the week ended November 21, 104, the following cholera 
reports were officially registered: In the government of Erivan there 
were reported 324 cases and 279 deaths due to cholera. Of the cases, 
31 occurred in the city of Erivan. In 6 districts of the government of 
Baku there were reported 168 cases: in the city of Baku, 10 cases; at 
Balachany, 3 cases: and in the Sansegur district (government of Jeli- 
sawetpol), 9 cases and 5 deaths. In the Transcaspian province there 
were reported 5 cases at Ashabad, 4 at Tashkent, and 28 in Tasbkent 
district. In the province of Volga most of the cases occurred in the 
government of Samara, where 69 cases were reported in 4 districts 
and 1 case in the city of Nikolajensk. There were also reported 3 
‘ases in the government of Astrakhan and 11 cases in the city of Zari- 
zyn (government of Saratow). Of 4 suspicious cases that were 
reported at Batum in the early part of December only 1 case was 
pronounced to be Asiatic cholera. No further cases were reported up 
to the date of December 20, 1904.

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ITALY—INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


For the week ended January 26, 1905, the following reports were 
ofticially registered: 

Smallpox, —There were reported 18 cases at 5. Vito dei Normanni 
and 26 cases in 15 other communes of the province of Lecce. Cases 
were reported at Palermo and Termini (Palermo), at Veronella 
(Verona), and in several communes of the province of Vincenza. 

Measles. —A severe epidemic is reported at Ascoli Piceno,. 

Scarlatina, There are many cases at Montebello (Pavia). 

Enteric ferer.—Sporadic cases are present in a few provinces. 

Diphtheria.—Cases are reported in 2 communes of the province of 
Pavia and an epidemic at Borno (Brescia). 

PMagra.——Cases are reported at Umbertide (Perugia). 


RUSSTA—PLAGUEF AND CHOLERA. 


From December 26 to 28, 1904, there were reperted in the Ural 
territory 34 cases of plague with 35 deaths. The cases occurred in 
three Cossack stations, including the two stations mentioned in the 
last report. ; 

According to an official notification, dated January 1, 1905, the 
epidemic of cholera is considerably declining in the government of 
Erivan, where till now the disease has been widely spread. From 
December 21 to 28, 1904, there were reported 25 cases and 26 deaths 
only. A great number of cases occurred in the Lenkoran district, 
government of Baku, where between December 14 and 21, 1904, 268 
persons died from cholera. From December 21 to 24, 1904, there 
were reported in the city of Baku 5 cases and 4 deaths, and at Bala- 
chany 2 cases and | death. In the government of Jelisawetpol there 
occurred sporadic cases only. No cases occurred at Tiflis from 
December 7 to 20, 1904. In all other places of the empire where 
cholera has taken hold the number of cases is on the decrease. In the 
trans-Caspian province very few cases were reported. There were 
only 2 cases at Ashabad and 1 case at Tashkent. 

In the government of Saratow. from December 21 to 27, 1904, there 
occurred 8 cases and 3 deaths at Zarizyn. In the government of 
Samara 1 case occurred in the Nikolajewsk district, and 1 case was 
reported in the government of Astrakhan. At Millerowo, in the Don 
territory, toward the end of December, 2 persons who had arrived 
from Astrakhan died frem cholera. 


TURKEY—QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 


The following quarantine regulations have been enforced, under date 
of December 30, 1904: 

1. Pilgrim vessels proceeding from Aden are subjected to ten days’ 
quarantine, to disinfection, and to destruction of rats and mice. 

2. Vessels proceeding from Aden without pilgrims aboard are sub- 
jected at Turkish lazarettos in the Red Sea to five days’ quarantine and 
to the other precautionary measures mentioned. 


EGY PT—QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 


By decision of the permanent committee of the sanitary board of 
Alexandria dated January 4, 1905, plague quarantine regulations have 
been again put in force against arrivals from Iodia, India. 
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ANCHY LOSTOMIASIS——-GERMANY, 


From December 29, 1904, to January 18, 1905, 62 cases of anchy- 
lostomiasis were reported in the Arnsberg mining district, Germany. 


SMALLPOX—CONSTANTINOPLE, 


From December 5, 1904, to January 1, 105, 66 deaths from small- 
pox were officially registered at Constantinople. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES-——-LU XEMBURG. 


From December 16 to 31, 1904, there were reported in all Luxem- 
burg 73 cases of infectious diseases, namely, enteric fever, 18 cases: 
diphtheria, 12: whooping cough, 1: scarlatina, 38: and puerperal 
fever, 4. 

EGYPT PLAGUE, 


Following is the report of plague in Egypt for the week ended 
January 1. 1905: 

At Suez there were 3 cases and 2 deaths, making a total number for 
the period from January 1 to 19, 1905, of 9 cases and 9 deaths. In 
the province of Kaliubieh, Tukh district, there was 1 case and 1 death, 
making a total number for the period from January 1 to 19, 1905, of 
6 cases and 5 deaths. 


rHE SPREAD OF CHOLERA FROM MECCA, 


A statement drawn up in diagrammatic form“ is given by the sanitary 
hoard of Teheran, Persia, showing the spread of the cholera e pidemic 
since the initial outbreak at Mecca, February 20, 1902. Traced ona 
map, with arrow marks arranged in such wise as to show the march of 
the disease from place to place, an interesting graphic demonstration 
can be made of the diffusion of the malady. The disease made its first 
appearance at Mecca, February 20, 1902, and spread by land and by 
sea. By land routes it reached, in one direction, Djeddah, Medina, 
and Yambo; in another direction it spread southeast from Mecea to 
the country east of the Red Sea; and, in a third direction, went north- 

“ust from Mecca. Taif, Lith, Confoudah, Abou Arich, Loheja. Salif, 
Hodeidah, and Mocha were infected in the spread to the southeast, and 
the march of the disease was arrested at the desert’s edge. In the 
northeasterly direction the oasis of Djebel Chamar was reached, the 
dixease passing from El-Ala to Hail, in October, tts further spread 
heing stopped by the desert. 

by maritime routes, after passing the territory intervening between 
Mecca and the sea the malady passed to the east coast of the Gulf of 
Oman to Gwadar, Djask, Bender-Abbus, and Minab, and stopped at 
the ~andy and mountainous country to the west coast of the Red Sea 
we the coast of Danakils, and to the basin of the Mediterranean, 

‘aching in Egypt the village of Moucha near Assioub, July 19, 1902, 
a thence diffusing itself “throughout Egypt, causing : 33.000 deaths. 

From Egypt the disease invaded the coast of Syria, making: its 
appearance at Ghuzzeh, October 14, 1902, spreading through south- 
eastern Palestine to Jerusalem, Jaffa, and neighboring places, includ-

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ing Damascus, where it broke out in December. [902, and after 
subsiding renewed its attacks in the spring of 1908. From these places 
cholera spread to Tripoli in Syria, Hama, Alexandretta, and Aleppo. 
From Aleppo in 1903 the disease took two routes——-one to Aintab and 
Diarbekr, and down the Tigris to Mosul and Kerkouk: the other to 
the Euphrates, going down the river to Anab and other river towns. 
By both of the routes outlined the disease reached Bagdad. where it 
broke out in January, 1904. 

From Bagdad the epidemic advanced by two roads: one toward 
Bassora, the other toward Teheran. It reached Bassora from Bagdad 
by the Tigris and the Chat-el-Arab. From Bassora it went on the one 
hand southwest by maritime routes to El Katif, Barein, Maskat. and the 
west coasts of the Persian Gulf and Gulf of Oman; on the other hand 
by the east coast to the valley of Roud-Hillai, near Bendar-Bushir, to 
Shiraz, Ispahan, Kum, Schazadeh-Abdud-Azim, and the neighborhood 
of Teheran. The second road taken from Bagdad by the epidemic led 
to Kerbellah, Kermanschah, Souleymanieh, Haneguine, Hamadam. 
Kum, Sechazadeh-Abdud-Azim, and Teheran. From Teheran it took 
three routes: First, to Kaswin, and thence to Resht and Baku (July. 
1904), and the Volga, attacking Astrakhan, Samara, Saratow, ete., and 
to Mianeh, Zendjan, Maragha, and Tabriz: second, to Mechedizzar and 
Mazanderan: and, third, to Korassan, whence, by way of Meched, it 
reached Subzevar and the eastern and southeastern parts of Persia. 
Kirman, etc. By the same route, namely. Meched, as well as by 
Asterabad, it extended to the Transcaspian province of Russia. 


TURKEY—-CHOLERA. 


According to bulletin No, 50, December 26, L904, there were reported 
in all Mesopotamia 25 cases of Asiatic cholera and 20 deaths. Of 
these 21 cases and 16 deaths occurred at Revendoz. 


MOHAMMEDAN PILGRIMAGE, 


According to the notification of the sanitary board of Alexandria, 
there arrived at Djeddah during the month of October, 1904, 35 pil- 
grim vessels (22 steamer and. 13 sambuks). Up to date of October 31. 
1904. the total number of pilgrims amounted to 7,861, namely, 2.124 
from the north and 5,737 from the south. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS——-QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 


By an order, dated December 2, 1904. the port of Aden was declared 
to be infected with plague. 


SWITZERLAND—CAMPAIGN AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS. 


Under the presidency of Doctor Schmidt, director of the federal 
oftice of sanitation at Berne, there has been held at Olden a reunion of 
delegates of the various Swiss Cantons for the purpose of discussing 
measures for combating tuberculosis. A general programme was 
approved having for its object the instruction of the people regarding 


the means of diffusion of tuberculosis and of defense against the 
disease. Legislative measures recommended for adoption by the 
Government of Switzerland were outlined. A committee was 
appointed to represent Switzerland at the International Tuberculosis 
Congress to be field at Paris, October, 1905. 
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GERMAN CONGRESS OF INTERNAL MEDICINE-—-STUDY OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


The Twenty-second German Congress of Internal Medicine will be 
held at Wiesbaden, April 12 to 15, 1905. The only question that will 
be the order of the day is heredity, which is to be studied from the 
point of view of the actual state of biological knowledge and from the 
point of view of morbid predisposition, particularly as regards 
tuberculosis. 


EGYPT —PLAGUE, 


The plague et from Egypt for the week ended January 5, 1405, 
vives 7 cases and 2 deaths at Suez and 4 cases and 3 deaths in the 
province of Kaliubieh, Tukh district. 


ITALY—-CAMPAIGN AGAINST MALARIA. 


In connection with the chemical ge eager of malaria, the Italian 
ministry of the interior conducted, during the year 1904, extensive 
experiments in the preventive treatment of malarial disorders by the 
administration of quinine gratuitously in many extensive areas of 
disease-stricken country. The results were eminently satisfactory, 
especially among the workers in the rice tields of Modena and Pavia, 
who were systematically fortified by cinchona administration.

During the week ended January 7, 1904, 5 steamships, having a 
total personnel of 530 crew and #41 passengers, were inspected: 364 
steerage passengers were bathed and their clothing was disinfected. 
According to official advices from Kobe, a case of smallpox has been 
detected among the crew of the British steamship //+cfor, which 
arrived at Kobe on the 2d instant from Yokohama. Another case of 
smallpox was discovered at the same port on the steamship ///aiwan, 
which arrived at Kobe from Yokohama on the 3d instant. Both of 
the above-mentioned vessels ply between Europe and Japan, via ports 
and Suez Canal, making Yokohama their eastern terminus. Taking 
into consideration the incubation. period of smallpox, neither vessel 
could well have contracted the infection at Yokohama, where, more- 
over, no smallpox has been reported recently. 

As far as it Is possible to form an opinion at this distance, Shanghai 
may be regarded as the probable source of infection.

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The sewerage systein oF Panama HOW tH PPOCESS of construction. 


The following is received from Consul-General Gudger, under date 
of January 30: 

In my report dated the 25th instant I gave a brief history of the 
waterworks for the citv of Panama. 

It was shown that the large lake at Rio Grande, 10 miles distant, 
fed by a beautiful stream of water, which has been analyzed and pro- 
nounced absolutely pure and which will furnish an adequate supply 
for all the demands of the present and the probable future. had been 
selected. That the same is conveyed to Panama in aqueducts parallel- 
ing the Panama Railroad, on a gravity line, to the large reservoir at 
Ancon, just outside the city limits. and from there distributed through 
the various streets of the city. 

In connection with the waterworks there must of necessity be a 
sewer system. This, like the water supply. is provided for in the 
treaty between the Republic of Panama and the United States of 
America. It is also set forth in the treaty that the United States 
Government shall construct this waterworks system and sewer and 
maintain it for a period of fifty vears, in the manner and on the terms 
therein set forth. 

The work is progressing satisfactorily, and it is contidently hoped by 
those in charge that it will be completed in the course of four months. 

The material is on the ground and conditions for the next few 
months, being the dry season, are very favorable to a rapid execution 
of the work. 

The system will consist of vitritied terra-cotta pipes. The mains 
will be, in dimension, 20 inches, and smaller sizes for the pipes in the 
the streets of less importance, ranging from 15 to 8 inches. The 
sewer will be extended to the low-tide mark in the bay. 

Panama is so situated that the engineers will experience very little 
difficulty in the construction of the sewer, as the grade is all that they 
could desire. 

There is much speculation as to the health conditions in the city 
during the construction, when the streets are being excavated: but 
the best experts seem to hold the opinion that, by the use of disinfect- 
ants? no bad results will be experienced. However, many have grave 
apprehensions on the subject.

Reports Strom Trebizond— Cholera at Van Precautions to he taken 
relative to shipments and emigrants, Cnited States —No furth " 
“i relopiments in V4 gard to SUS ct plaque at Ti: hizond. 


Consul Sullivan reports, January 12 and Ls, as follows: 

Asiatic cholera has appeared in Van in my district. On December 
31, ultimo, 27 cases were reported, 12 having proved fatal. There is 
grave danger apprehended that the disease will spread to this place. 
The unsanitary condition of this city affords reasonable grounds for 
that fear. Trebizond is the port of entry for Van and the interior. 
und the traffic of passengers and merchandise is considerable. 1 will 
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keep you promptly advised of new developments. It is thought. how- 
ever, that quarantine will be enforced against this port. In the mean- 
time there is sufficient opportunity for the spread of this disease to 
European and American ports. 

Considerable merchandise is exported to America from Van and 
adjacent places, being brought here by camels. pack horses, and 
wagons. It is usually consigned to commission houses in Constanti- 
nople, England, France. and Germany, and then transshipped to 
America. In such instances 1am powerless to hinder or delay the 
merchandise. It is only in the case of direct shipments that I can 
exercise the powers vested in me to prevent merchandise from the 
infected region going to America. 

Emigrants also leave this port, coming from Van and the interior, 
going, via Marseille, Hamburg, and the Italian ports, to New York. 
In this manner the disease may be carried to our shores. As a pre- 
cautionary measure, | have instructed the merchants of this city to 
keep, if possible, the merchandise from the infected region separate. 
and not mix it with articles purchased in this vilavet. 

It requires fourteen days for a letter to reach this city from Van, 
which is only about 500 miles distant: hence it is difficult to obtain 
information in a reasonable time without haying recourse to telegraphic 
communication. 

There are no further developments in the case” of suspected plague 
reported in my dispatch of December 16, 1904, and no definite opinion 
as to the exact nature of the disease has been arrived at by the local 
physicians, both sides adhering to their respective opinions, viz, 
bubonie plague and spinal meningitis. The general opinion is that it 
was a case of bubonic plague. 

No other case having been reported, it is hoped that the danger from 
its infection has passed.
